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Sequoia Board Warned 
Of Possible Secession 


The Sequoia High School Board 
of Trustees has been notified that 
Southern San Mateo County 
wants a high school, has long 
wanted a high school, and may 
feel the only way to get one is to 
secede from Sequoia District 


Trustees were warned by three 
Menlo Park councilmen who at- 
tended their meeting Friday night 
that the local campaign to set up 
an independent high school is 
snowballing. 


Mayor Charles P. Burgess de- 
clared that among the reasone 
some people want to withdraw is 
inaction on the part of the board 
of trustees in providing a high 
school for Menlo Park and Ra- 
venswood, the feeling that the 
district as a whole would vote 
against a bond issue including 
a South Area school, and, that 
even if the bond issue passed, 
Sequoia would get the lions share 
and the Menlo Park school would 
be merely a branch. 


The distance children have to 
travel and the fact that Sequoia’s 
enrollment already is too large also 
have led to objections on the part 
of parents. 

Burgess declared, “I think there 
is a very sincere desire for a high 
school down there.” 

Trustee Stuart Copps denied that 
the board had been negligent ih 
providing a high school for Menlo 
Park, and claimed trustees had 
spent considerable time studying the 
possibility. He added that he would 
be willing to go to the southern 
area and explain the situation. 

Burgess called Copps’ idea ex- 
cellent, and added the suggestion

Redistricting 
May Solve 
HS?Problem 


The problem of a high school 
for the south end of San Mateo 
County may work itself out next 
year irrespective of local pros and 
cons when recommendations of 
the County School Re-Districting 
Committee are made. 


School districts of the county 
are being studied with the view of 
consolidating elementary and high 
schools under the same board of 
trustees. The over-all school board 
might be county-wide, area-wide 
such as the present Sequoia High 
School District, or local. Present 
Present school district boundaries 
may or may not be altered. 


The committee has been working 
for nine months and the job: is 
expected to take six months more. 
Then trustees of school districts in- 
volved will be called in for counsel, 
and the recommendations will go to 
Sacramento for approval of the 
State Re-Districting Committee. 

Before any changes are made, 
recommendations will be put before 
the voters for their approval or re- 
jection. Date of the election is ex- 
pected to be sometime between June 
and December of 1948, according to 
Henry Hall, county assistant sup- 
erintendent of schools.

The San Mateo committee is one 
up by the State Department of Ed- 
ucation. Re-districting was approved 
by voters of California two years 
ago this month and grew out of a 
study by George Strayer of Col- 
umbia University. 

Eight lay members and Pansy 
Jewett Abbott, county superintend- 
ent of schools, make up this county’s 
committee. Chairman is George 
Davis of Millbrae. Mrs. John J. 
Garland, former state PTA presi- 
dent, is Menlo Park’s representative.

ATHERTON MAY ELIMINATE 
ITS TOKEN BUSINESS ZONE 


Opposition to any type of bus- 
iness development in Atherton ex- 
pressed at public hearings earlier 
this year has led to a proposal to 
eliminate the town’s token com- 
mercial zone entirely. 

Public hearings on dropping the 
trade zone were set for January 13 | 
and February 3 by the Planning 
Commission Monday night. 

The present business zone includes 
500 feet on Almendral Ave. and 230 
feet on El Camino Real, property 
which would be rezoned residential. 
Present business, including a service 
station, real estate office, and a 
fire station, would be allowed to re- 
main under a non-conforming use 
provision, but no altering or en- 


larging would be allowed. 

The 500-foot zone on Almendral 
ocupied only by the fire station, was 
set up in 1925 after the state su- 
preme court ruled against the 
Town of Atherton in a suit brought 
by a realtor convicted of violating 
the town’s zoning ordinance. 

The court ruled that the town’s 
small business area of 1 1/10 acres 
prevented the establishment of bus- 
iness enterprises in addition to the 
service station and restaurant then 
operating there and therefore was 
an unreasonable restriction. 

The Atherton City Council en- 


larged the commercial zone to com- 


ply with the ruling and set aside the 
500-foot area on Almendral Ave.

The proposed Encinal School will 
cost up to $300,000, according to the 
architect’s estimate, but the school 
will handle the increasing enroll- 
ment for only two more years. and 
then more classrooms will be nec- 
essary.

The extra$1.10 tax limit will rum 
for three more years, but a month 
ago, when talk of the bond issue 
‘first began, the school board planned 
to promise to abandon the special 
tax if the bonds were voted. 


However, at a public hearing two 
weeks ago, many persons present 
expressed the opinion that part of 
the pay-as-you-go tax be retained 
for additional school facilities that 
will be needed within the next 
several years. 


Then Doyt Early, state school- 
house planning representative pres- 
ent at the meeting, mentioned that 
Menlo Park might be able to obtain 
state funds if and when local tax 
sources are exhausted. 


As a result, at this week’s meeting, 
the school board decided to go the 
limit and to attempt to keep the 
tax rate for operating costs as low 
as possible. 

According to figures supplied by 
Supt. Mel Homfeld and Mayor 
Charles P. Burgess, the $375,000 
bond issue, maturing over a period 
of 25 years, would result in a tax 
rate the first year of about 28 cents. 

This would mean a lower tax 
rate if the bonds pass, because a 
tax rate of 90 cents to $1.10 for 
operating costs plus 28 ceints for 
retiring the bonds equals not more 
than $1.38, whereas the present tax 
is $1.66.

Menlo Park mail business has 
overcome the loss of Dibble Hos- 
pital and is forging ahead with an 
increase of 30 to 40 per cent over a 
year ago, Postmaster Harry Morey 
declared this week.

building a school in Menlo Park or 
San Carlos” at the time it was 
decided to hold the bond election. 
He said the board planned, at the 
suggestion of Supt. A. C. Argo, con- 
struction of another school, either 
at Menlo Park or San Carlos, when 
registration at Sequoia reached 3,000. 
Then plans were revised within a 
short time and voters became. con- 
fused. 


A short time later, Dr. John C. 
Almack made. his survey of Se- 
quoia’s needs and recommended a 
maximum of 2,800. 


Argo said that since that time he 
has changed his mind and would 
like to see the enrollment less than 
3,000. He added a prediction that 
Sequoia’s present enrollment will 
increase to 2,800 within two years.

Merrill went on to say that the 


board is trying to get Dibble prop- 
erty as a site for a Menlo Park High 
School and condemnations proceed- 
ings are pending against the Dono- 
hoe land on Ringwood Rd., an 
alternate site. A decision has to be 
made in regard to the Donohoe 
matter in January. 


Unification of elementary and 
high school districts under the 
re-districting plan was discussed, 
but Rhodes said the board could 
not wait until results of the sur- 
vey are known before taking ac- 
tion on a school. 

According to Argo, between 1700 
and 800 students from Menlo Park 
and Ravenswood attend Sequoia. 
With juniors and seniors remaining 
at Sequoia, within two years a new 
school at Menlo Park would house 
between 500 and 600 students.
